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The  first  baseball  team  in  the  history  of  Notre  Dame  High  School  was 
organized  last  year. 

Coach  Leo  Dandurand  was  very  busy  getting  the  team  in  shape  for 
the  team's  debut  against  St.  Louis  High  of  Webster  on  April  18.  Mr.  Dan- 
durand was  assisted  in  his  coaching  duties  by  Eddie  Julian.  Rev.  Edgar 
A.  Pelletier  was  faculty  advisor  of  the  squad.  Workouts  were  held  daily 
at  the  American  Optical  Co.'s  athletic  field.  Most  of  the  entire  squad  was 
made  up  of  Freshmen  and  Sophomores,  so  the  future  looks  rosy.  These  boys 
will  have  plenty  of  practice  and  experience  by  the  time  they  play  their  last 
season  at  Notre  Dame  High. 

Three  hurlers  were  among  the  fifteen  aspirants:  Real  Brunelle, 
Paul  Forcier,  and  Raymond  Desrosiers.  Catching  duties  went  mainly  to 
Frank  Trahan,  sometimes  replaced  by  Fred  Morin.

St.  Louis  High  spoiled  the  first  game  for  the  Notre  Dame  nine,  setting 
them  back  by  a  22-4  score.  But  Notre  Dame  bounced  back,  with  the  help  of 
the  great  pitching  of  Real  Brunelle,  and  stunned  Cole  Trade  High  9-5.  The 
team  then  lost  four  in  a  row:  Holy  Name  (11-5),  East  Douglas  (6-5),  Assump- 
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tion  (13-3),  and  Cole  Trade  (19-12).  They  then  beat  David  Prouty  High  12-10, 
with  Ben  Robert's  four  hits  paving  the  way.  They  then  dropped  the  last  five 
games  to  St.  Louis  (10-4),  Holy  Name  (19-8),  Wells  (20-6),  East  Douglas  (14-1), 
and  David  Prouty  High  (11-5).  These  games  total  up  to  two  wins  and  ten  de- 
feats for  Notre  Dame. 

The  team  was  not  mainly  concerned  on  how  well  the  team  would  do 
in  its  first  year.  Most  important  was  the  fact  that  they  were  gaining  ex- 
perience for  future  seasons.  Just  the  fact  that  they  had  a  chance  to  play 
last  year  was  enough. 

The  season  did  not  end  here,  however,  with  the  boys.  Most  of  them 
played  summer  baseball  under  the  name  of  the  Southbridg  Terriers.  The 
coaching  job  was  filled  out  by  Eddie  Julian.  This  team  had  a  little  more 
luck,  winning  five  and  losing  eight. 

The  mentoring  duties  this  year  will  be  given  entirely  to  Eddie  Julian, 
with  all  the  boys,  excepting  a  few,  returning  to  play  again  this  year.

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Let  our  minds  wander  into  the  vast  world 
of  learning,  science  and  fine  arts.

Then,  let  us 
proceed  to  the  Museum  of  High  School  Souvenirs. 
This  building  comprises  four  large  rooms,  excep- 
tionally beautiful  to  each  of  us  because  these 
rooms  contain  cherished  memories.

The  next  painting  that  we  shall  examine  is  "Election  Day  in  the 
Classroom."  On  the  painting  we  see  Sr.  Elizabeth-de-Hongrie  explaining 
to  the  class  how  we  should  go  about  our  election;  and  then  the  delegate  with 
the  majority  of  votes  would  be  elected.  The  following  were  elected:  Presi- 
dent— Claire  Robert,  Vice-President — Therese  Miller,  Secretary — Prudence 
Gatineau,  Treasurer — Roger  O'Brien,  and  Librarian — Yvette  Courtemanche.
